U.N. ASSEMBLY RATIFIES ~ 


- ATOMS-FOR-PEACE PLAN 


BY A UNANIMOUS VOTE 


MOSCOW, Dec. 4 (UP)—Mar- 
shal Alexander Vasilevsky re- 
buked British Field Marshal Vis- 
count Montgomery today for his 
recent statements on atomic war- 
fare and warned that “you are 
playing with fire.” 

Vasilevsky, writing in the offi- 
cial Communist party organ 
Pravda, attacked Montgomery 
for his “insistent appeals to un- 
loose atomic warfare” and for 
“appealing to the American com- 
mand to tell the Russians. that 
'we will give them the works’.” 

“A well-known proverb says 
‘Who sows the wind reaps the 
whirlwind’,” Vasilevsky wrote. 
“I. would not advise you, Field 
Marshal Montgomery, to take the 
role of a sower of atomic war.” 

Vasilevsky, now deputy mini- 
ster of defense, was appointed 
chief of the Russian general staff 
in April 1943. 

(Montgomery, in a speech at 
Los Angeles, Calif., Nov. 29, said 
the free world should be ready 
to use nuclear weapons if neces- 
sary “even in small local wars” 
‘and suggested the Allied politi- 
cal leaders warn Russia “we will 
give them the works” in event of 


“This flair for weapons of 
mass annihilation has taken such 
an insistent character in Mont- 
gomery that some Englishmen 
have begun to ask themselves 
Whether Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery is suffering from atomic 
psychosis,” Vasilevsky wrote. 

“When a British field marshal 
who has to understand clearly 


the horrors of this war especially | 


for‘ such countries as England 
appeals for atomic war it is not 
simply senselessness but some- 
thing worse. ... 

“We, Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery, are a military people. 
We know what war is like and 
have ‘now a clear idea of the de- 
structive power of atomic and 


hydrogen weapons and the hor- 
rible consequences of an atomic 
war.” 

As for giving Russia the 
works, Vasilevsky said, there is 
a difference between the “desire 
to ‘give the works’ to others and 
the possibility of attaining it.”

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 4 tAP)

seriously ailing Pontiff has 
cancer. 

Two clinical experts who took 
part in a bedside conference last 
midnight said the Pope was not 
suffering from a tumoral sac of 
the digestive tubes. 

The 78-year-old head -of the 
Roman Catholic Church suffered 
a collapse Thursday that brought 
him close to death, but his 
sturdy heart pulled him through 
that crisis and he has been re- 
gaining strength. 

“Everything looks better,” Dr. 
Luciano Casimiri, a Vatican 
spokesman, said as he issued 
the morning communique. 

Resting Fairly Easily. 

The Pope was resting fairly 
easily in his white-walled bed 
chamber in the Vatican Palace. 
Despite grave weakness, his 
morning included conferences 
with leading prelates interpreted 
here as probably designed to 
two ends: 

1. Delegation of some of his 
duties during his severe illness. 

2. Preparation for a possible 
bedside consistory at which the 
six vacancies in the College of 
Cardinals would be filled. 

The encouraging clinical re- 
port was foreshadowed when 
two cardinals emerged from a 
bedside audience with the Pope 
and reported finding him “‘much 
better and more cheerful.” 

The prelates, Cardinal Eugene 
Tisserant, dean of the College 
of Cardinals, and Cardinal Ni- 
cola Canali, said the Pope spent 
a comparatively restful night. 

The Pope, besides receiving 
the cardinals, also saw his sister 
Elisabetta, and three nephews, 
Princes Carlo, Giulio and 
Marcantonio Pacelli.

To ‘Liberate’ Formosa Despite 
U.S.-Chiang Pact, Peiping Says 


Red China Calls New Alliance ‘a Naked 
War Provocation’ Against 
Its Peoples. 


TOKYO, Dec. 4 (AP) — Red 
China said today it would “‘lib- 
erate” Formosa despite the mu- 
tual security treaty signed this 
week by the United States and 
Nationalist China. 

A Peiping radio broadcast, 
quoting the People’s Daily, offi- 
cial organ of the Chinese Com- 
munist party, called the treaty 
“a naked war provocation 
against the Chinese people” and 
repeated the Red government’s 
oft-voiced threat that “the Chi- 
nese people will liberate Taiwan 
(Formosa).” 

“The signing of the United 
States- Chiang mutual security 
treaty is illegal and invalid,” the 
newspaper said, “and the Ameri- 
can war clique must be respon- 
sible for all consequences that 
may arise... .” 

The broadcast added: 

“The Chinese people love 
peace but do not fear any sort 
of war threats and will not beg 
for peace by sacrificing their 
sacred territory.” 

The United States-Nationalist 
treaty, signed Thursday in 
Washington, pledges American 
support should the Reds attack 
Formosa or the nearby Pesca- 
dores. 

“In reality,” said the Commu- 
nist newspaper, “this treaty is 
the open seizure of China’s terri- 
tory ... by the United States. 
The Chinese people will never 
tolerate this.” 

The article also attacked Brit- 
ain’s appeal to the Red Chinese 
not to launch any “precipitate 
action” against Formosa. 

The British statement “can 
only be interpreted as a support 
for the United States-Chiang 
Kai-shek treaty and an encour- 
agement to American aggressive 
activities,” the article said. 

The Peiping radio quoted an- 
other Red newspaper, the 
Kwangming Daily, as saying: 

“Unless aggressive United 
States policies and war plans in 
Europe and Asia are curbed, 


they must inevitably bring a new 
war to all people with far more 
formidable devastation than the 
last two world wars.” 


Nationalist Planes Drop Propa- 
ganda Leaflets Along Coast. 


TAIPEH, Formosa, Dec. 4 
(AP) — Chinese Nationalist 
planes, in their first operation 
since the signing of the mutual 
defense pact with the United 
States, dropped millions of prop- 
aganda leaflets before daybreak 
along the Chekiang province 
coast of mainland China. 

Nationalist air force headquar- 
ters said Red MIGs sought to 
intercept the propeller-driven 
planes but failed to make con- 
tact in the dark. All planes re- 
turned, headquarters said. 

Nationalist officials meanwhile 
hailed the new defense treaty 
with the United States as a blow 
to Red China. 

Premier O. K. Yui, in a state- 
ment, said that while it binds 


the Unitec States to defend only 
Formosa and the nearby Pesca- 
does, the pact reinforced the 
Nationalists’ determination to 
carry out the “sacred task of re- 
storing freedom” to mainland 
China. 

Acting Foreign Minister Shen 
Chang-huan told newspaper men 
the pact in no way restricted 
Nationalist operations against 
the Red mainland.

(UP)—Seaborn P. Collins, na- 
tional commander of the Ameri- 
can Legion, last night demanded 
an “ironband embargo” on 
trade with Red China until 11 
American airmen are released.

Son and Family Arrive From Italy to Join 
Parents in New York After Prolonged 
Efforts to Bring Them to U.S. 


The New york Herald Tribune - Post-Dispatch

NEW YORK, Dec. 4—A 59- 
year-old contractor and the 29- 
year-old-son he had never seen 
met tearfully yesterday aboard 
the Italian liner Saturnia. 


When the vessel docked, one 
of the first visitors aboard was 
Domenico Rubbo, of Staten 
Island, N.Y., who after 15 years 
had finally succeeded in bring- 
ing his son from Italy. 

The son, Nicolo, had his wife, 
Tomasina, 28, and their two 
daughters, Maria, 10, and Yo- 
landa, 4. His father brought his 
wife, Maris, who had not seen 
her son in 26 years, and the 
young man’s three sisters, two 
nephews and four nieces. 

While the family began to 
get acquainted, the elder Rubbo, 
a plaster contractor, told how 
money and circumstance had 


kept them apart. 

He had come here alone from 
Italy in 1925 and his son was 
born three months later. In 
1928, when the boy was 3, Mrs. 
Rubbo left him with his paternal 
grandparents and joined her 
husband for what they thought 
would be a short visit. 

When she decided to stay here 
permanently, the dgpression 
came and they could not afford 
to send for the boy. 

In 1939 an application for 
the boy’s immigration was dis- 
approved, Rubbo said, because of 
a lack of family funds. Then came 
the war, with Nicolo drafted 
into the Italian army. A 1948 
application was approved but 
the post-war situation in Italy 
intervened. 

Finally a 1953 application was 
approved and the young farmer 
and his family arrived at last. 


Brady said after receiving the 
telegram that he would try to 
arrange a committee meeting 
early next week and that he was 
now convinced that “something 
has to be done” to permit the 
kind of construction desired. 

He said he hoped the bill 
could be amended so as to make 
the liberalized provisions on 
walls apply only to larger build- 
ings and thus answer objections 
of some of the building trades. 


Alderman William K. Gard- 
ner, Twenty-fifth ward Demo- 
crat, member of the public safe- 
ty committee and an attorney, 
said today he was “unqualifiedly 
in favor of the bill” ’ 

“The code amendment fis a 
necessary thing for the city,” he 
asserted. “We just can’t afford 
to lose any more buildings. 
We've lost enough already.” 


“This is no ordinary delay,” 
the telegram said, referring to 
the committee’s failure to hold 
hearings. “It serves notice that 
St. Louis cannot grow with the 
times. 

“It declares that we have 
chosen to become a ghost city. 
It indicates that pressure by a 
few is overriding the community 
good. This serious threat to our 
future cannot go unchallenged. 

“We do not believe that labor, 
business or industry will take 
this inaction of your. public 
safety committee without vigor- 
ous protest. We do not believe 
that you, the members of the 
Board of Aldermen, want St. 
Louis to decay.” 

Brown Shoe Co. Plant. 

The telegram repeated the 
warning voiced recently by 
Mayor Raymond R, Tucker that 
delay in amending the building 
code might result in the Brown 
Shoe Co. deciding to build its 
proposed $6,000,000 plant out- 
side the city instead of at Bing- 
ham and Gustine avenues as 
now planned, The company 
wants to use aluminum panel- 
ing instead of heavy masonry 
for non-bearing walls. 

Mayor Tucker said in a recent 
speech that the code change 
would benefit not o Brown 
Shoe but also “many other com- 
panies which may want to move 
to St. Louis or expand their 
present facilities here rather 


than moving outside the city.

Members of the Legislative Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen have killed the possibility of 
choosing in the Jap. 25 special election freehold- 
ers to draft a new city chafter. They said they 
did this for the good of the community. It cer- 
tainly was for the good of patronage politicians. 
Do the committee members feel that these rath- 
er than the body of citizens constitute the com- 

More specifically, Alderman Anton Niemeyer, 
committee chairman, said that the new charter 
proposal was not sent to the floor of the Board 
because putting on the Jan. 25 ballots 
might influence the scheduled voting on the 
Metropolitan Transit District plan, and that it 
might also spoil plans for a $100,000,000 munici- 
pal improvement bond issue. 

This is carrying solicitude farther than any- 
body ever carried coals to Newcastle. The 
election of freeholders eould have no real effect 
on the transit plan. After all, acceptance or re- 
jection of a new charter draft would not be be- 
fore the voters for probably another year. 

Nor can one see how such freeholders could 
have an effect on a question of issuing any 
bonds in the near or distant future. Freeholders 
have nothing to do with bond issues—except 
perhaps in the very remote sense in which a new 
charter, just like a new bond issue, would be a 
step toward a better city. 

+. os _ 

Friday, unfortunately, was the last day on 
which the aldermen could act to get the charter 
question on the January ballots. Theoretically 
the board could have taken the question out of 
the hands of its committee—especially since the 
committee had been sitting on it since last May. 
Alderman Louis-G. Berra, the Democratic floor 
leader, did urge favorable action. 


The committee members and the majority of 
the board, however, are of the same stripe. A 
new charter almost surely would reduce the 
number of jobs still available for filling by local 
politicians. And these men would rather have 
more spoils than less. 

This fact and not any solicitude for an uncon- 
fused vote on the transit plan is at the root of 
the committee’s deliberate refusal to act. This 
is obvious since most of the aldermen would 
rather elect freeholders in the August, 1956, pri- 
maries when the process could really be dragged 
into partisan campaigning.

Even though he has maintained a judicious 
silence, Mayor Tucker must be deeply frus- 
trated. Uncertainty about the earnings tax has 
kept his hands tied most of the time since he 
took office. A new charter would be a real 
achievement for his administration, and it 
would go a long way to save future mayors from 
the stalemates he has encountered. Further, his 
chairmanship of the last board of freeholders 
made him especially aware of the need of a new 
charter. 

The politicians can stall off this vital step 
for a while. But their attitude gives Mayor 
Tucker and all others eager for community 
progress an excellent opportunity to explain 
matters to the voters. 

The voters will demand the right to express 
themselves, and when their day, comes—as it 
always does—they will put a sudden end to a 
lot of second-rate political careers. Consider the 
fate of an alderman who believes petty patron- 
age is more important than a new charter. 
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To Aid the County’s Children 


The movement to bring the benefits of fluori- 
dation to St. Louis county has begun in earnest. 
Representatives of some 17 county municipalities 
and several unincorporated areas have formed 
the County League for Fluoridation. They mean 
to stimulate action on this important public 
health measure for attacking dental decay in 
children .or know the reason why. We wish them 
every success. 

The big difficulty in the way of fluoridation in 
the county is that nobody seems to know just 
who has jurisdiction in the matter. Most county 
communities — Kirkwood is an exception — buy 
their water from St. Louis County Water Co., a 
private firm. The company is willing to add 
fluorides to the water provided it is ordered to 
do so by some agency legally empowered to issue 
such an order, ) | 

County Counselor McAtee seems to think that 
the Missouri Public Service Commission has this 
authority. The County Council might start the 
ball rolling by asking the Commission for an 
order in the interest of improved dental health 
for the county’s thousands of youngsters. 

Or, if the Council defaults on this opportunity, 
one or more of the municipalities might make 
the request. At the same time the League for 
Fluoridation might be looking into the question 


‘ of whether legislation might be necessary. Sure- 


ly some member of the county’s delegation to 
the General Assembly will push a bill if one is 
necessary. , 

The one county community in which not a 
single difficulty stands in the way is Kirkwood, 
which owns its own water works. All that is re- 
quired is for Mayor Berthold and the City Coun- 
cil to show a little less fear of thé handful of 
opponents and a little more concern for the chil-. 
dren of their constituents. A little determination 
on their part and Kirkwood: could have fluorida- 
tion in no time at all. 
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The Benefits of Imports 
We are glad to see the Committee for Eco- 


nomic Development emphasizing one often neg- 
lected point about lower tariffs. 


+, This business: men’s fesearch ‘ organization, 


which recently came out for.a 5-year extension of 

‘the Reciprocal Trade’ Agreement Act, is point- 
ing out that the increased imports resulting from 
lower tariffs can themselves operate as a posi- 
tive benefit to the American economy. Too often 
the backers of subsidy-by-tariff assume that any 
reduction in any duty, along with any increase 
in imports from abroad, is bound to be a knock 
on the national head. 

As the C.E.D. points out, imports can strength- 
en the domestic economy in two ways. First, they 
add tothe variety of our eonsufiption and thus 
raise our standard of living. They give the con- 
sumer more options for the use of his purchasing 
power, they stimulate domestic industry to adopt 
innovations; in either case the result is generally 


beneficial to the country, especially from the 


ductivity is highest. In the nature of things, im- 
port competition becomes most significant in 
areas where foreign productivity more nearly ap- 
proaches our own, for only in these areas do 
lower wages abroad enable foreign producers to 
sell advantageously in the American market. By 
encouraging American capital and manpower to 
shift from such industries into those where ry 


productivity. excels, imports encourage an in- 
crease in the over-all efficiency of the economy. 
There may, of course, be difficulties and hard- 
ships during this process, of shifting resources 
into\new lines. The ‘answer is @radual and selec- 
tive tariff cutting, plas ins cases perhaps 
some form of financial aid to ease the transition. 
For the strength of the free world in general 
and of our own economy in particular, it is bet- 
ter to make these adjustments than to subsidize 
inefficiency by maintaining excessive tariffs. 
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Backward New England 


New England can “carve out” a role in a com- 
ing “great national expansion” by modernizing 
its plants. So ran President Eisenhower's advice 
to the region in a message read to the New 
England Conference called annually by the six 
Governors to appraise the regional economy. 
The President’s message said not a word about 
electric power. 

Scarcity of electric power, and high rates 
for the limited supply available, hobble New 
England. Electricity costs more than twice as 
much there as in regions where hydroelectric 
power has been extensively developed, the 
American Public Power Association has reported. 
“The region enjoys few of the many advantages 
that might be secured by the rational multiple- 
purpose control and development of its rivers,” 
reported the Yale University Directive Commit- 
tee on Regional Planning. “The region could 
enormously augment its production of electric 
power from water.” 

Yet instead of trying to compete by develop- 
ing hydropower in multiple-purpose river proj- 
ects, many New Englanders have been and still 
are trying to prevent other regions from en- 
joying such development; They have: told and 
retold President Eisenhower the fable that the 
big bad TVA is luring their industries to the 
Tennessee Valley with abundant and low-priced 
electric power. The President has quoted this 
fiction as fact several times in explaining why 
he opposes increasing the productive capacity 
of the TVA power system to meet the increasing 
demands in the area it is solely responsible for 
serving. Apparently New Englanders have not 
told him once, however, of the ill effects of their 
underdevelopment in electric power. — 

It is a strange sort of competitive instinct in- 
deed which would lead one region to try to drag 
other regions down to its level instead of work- 
ing to raise itself to theirs. As Senator John F. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts has said: 


It has been the arbitrary refusal of many 
New Englanders to recognize the legitimate 
needs and aspirations of other sections which 
has contributed to the neglect of, and even 
opposition to, the needs of our own region by 
representatives of other areas. We cannot 
continue so narrow and destructive a position. 
Where federal action is necessary, it is my 
belief that New England must fight for those 
national policies. 
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Vandalism in the Schools 
While the acts of vandalism at the Soulard 
Branch Library and three St. Louis public schools 
are to be deplored, they are after all not a bit 
unusual. In a year some 400 such cases will be 
reported to St. Louis police. Public property val- 


ued at $13,000 or more will be stolen or dam- — 


aged. One year the total ran to $40,000! Nine out 
of every 10 offenders apprehended turn out to be 
juveniles, 3 

Crime ‘prevention officers are required to re- 
fer all cases involving vandalism in the schools 
to the Juvenile Court. This frequently leads to 
cash collections from parents to cover the cost 
of destruction caused by their children. Last 
year, for example, parents paid more than $5800 
into the school system’s treasury. Even so, the 
schools still suffered a net loss in excess of 


How can that figure be cut? There is no magic 
prescriptién. But every school boy ought to be 
told that the police catch up with a great many 
of those’ who think it is fun to wreck a class- 
room. Adult offenders—those 17 and over—have 
drawn penitentiary sentences. Some juveniles 
have been committed to state training institu- 
tions, and parents of others have had to dig 


' down and make restitution. 


If 
more parents and juveniles realized that, there 
might be a sharp decline in vandalism against 
the people’s property. : 
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Mail for the Postmaster General 

Herman Tholen of Hays, Kan., became so in- 
censed by “junk mail” that he now puts a 3- 
cent stamp on all the circulars he receives and 
mails them off to Postmaster General Summer- 
field. Mr. Summerfield it was who started the 
junk mail business, in which he is now on the 
receiving end. 

Junk mail is the unsolicited mail addressed 
merely to'“‘boxholder” or “postal patron.” It is 
sent under low third-class mail rates as author- 
ized by the Postmaster General about a year ago. 
Anyone who wants a further explanation can 
speak to his overburdened and often irate mail- 
man. In fact, we would be surprised if Mr. 
Tholen, a former rural mail carrier, is the first 
person to get the idea of sending on some of the 
junk to the Postmaster Genéral. 

Mr. Summerfield had hoped to increase postal 
revenues by authorizing junk mail, What he per- 
mitted as a benefit to his office, however, has 
become a nuisance to almost everybody else. The 
circular mailing business has of course increased, 
But mail boxes are being filled with unsolicited, 
as well as unaddressed, mail. The postman’s. bag 
is unnecessarily filled with the stuff. Junk mail 
is slowing up regular mail delivery and it is 
problematical how Santa Claus ¢an.compete with 
it in this busy season, © © > or) puss 

The unpopularity of. junk mail.can only be 
measured by emptying wastebaskets across the 
land, But after all this time Mr. Summerfield 
ought to be able to state whether his order actu- 
ally did what it was supposed to do, and in- 
creased postal revenue. If it did not do that, 
there is no excuse for junk mail. There is not 
much excuse for it in any case.

A Liberal’s Surrender 


MY HERO: THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF DONALD 
RICHBERG. (6. P. Putnam's Sons, 367 pgs., $5.)

Donald Richberg has written a re 
markable book. Its contribution to his- 
tory is not very great and as a collection

It is chilling because Richberg is, 
in all material respects, a very success- 
ful man. After a spectacular career in 
public life he became a partner in a 
firm of corporation lawyers with such 
clients as Standard Oil, Dutch Shell, the 
Puerto Rican Government, various 
States, various railroad systems and 
various giants of the industrial system.

liberties.” 

The churches, it said, need to 
continue to fight encroachments 
wpon “fair practices in our pub- 
Hic life,” desegregation in the 
public schools, freedom of the 
pulpit and efforts toward the 
ronstructive use of atomic en- 
argy. They can do so by fre- 
aewed religious faith at a “dark 
time” in history, the message 
said. 

Regimentation Assailed. 

The statement called for the 
continued rejection of move- 
ments in national life “which 
tend toward undue regimenta- 
tion of individuals” and hinder 
“the right of the accused to face 
the accuser.” 

It praised the Supreme Court 
decision to end segregation in 
the public schools, saying that 
the churches should aid this 
transition both in schools and 
in such matters as housing. 

“We deplore all efforts to cir- 
cumvent the Supreme Court’s 
decision,” the assembly added.

State Points Out Varia- 
tions in Testimony on 
Position of Body, 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 4 (AP)— 
Cross-examination forced Dr. 
Stephen Sheppard yesterday to 
admit at the murder trial of his 
younger brother, Dr. Samuel 
Sheppard, that he gave differ- 
ent versions of the same episode 
and that one of these versions 
was untrue. 

Dr. Samuel Sheppard, 30- 
year-old osteopath, is charged 
with first-degree murder in the 
bludgeoning death of his preg- 
nant wife, Marilyn; 31, the 
morning of July 4 in the bed- 


room of their Bay Village home. 
State’s attorneys also ham- 
mered hard at Dr. Stephen 
Sheppard’s report that he found 
his brother seriously injured 
the morning of the killing. 
In Recess Today. 

The trial, in recess today, 
goes into its eighth week Mon- 

ay. 
The prosecution claims that 
Dr. Samuel Sheppard's affairs 
with other women prompted the 
killing. Dr. Sheppard insists an 
intruder killed his wife, and 
then struck him down, inflict- 
ing serious injuries, when he 
ran to her aid. 
Dr. Stephen Sheppard, first 
defense witness, testified he 
went into the bedroom at two 
separate. times during the morn- 
ing of July 4. He says he looked 
at Marilyn’s body both times. 
On the second occasion, he 
said, he noticed that the posi- 
tion of her hands had been 
changed. The jacket of her 
pajamas had been pulled down, 
covering more of her body than 
when he first viewed it, he 
added. 
The implication was that 
someone tampered with the evi- 
dence between the two times 
he saw Marilyn’s. body. 
Under cross-questioning, how- 
ever, the witness said _ the 
changes became apparent to 
him from looking at police pho- 
tographs. 

Reads Earlier Statement. 
Assistant prosecutor Thomas 
Parrino read his earlier state- 
ment and asked: 

“The testimony you gave in 
this case that the first time you 
observed these changes was in 
the photographs yesterday—is 
that true or false?” 
After some verbal sparring, 
the witness replied: 

“That is not true.” 

. Similarly, Parrino pointed out 
a conflict between testimony Dr. 
Stephen Sheppard, ‘also an os- 
teopath, gave at the inquest, and 
later at the trial. In his first 
story, the witness said he talked 
with his brother when he found 
him, stretched on the floor, the 
morning of the murder. In the 
trial, however, he said there was 
no exchange of questions and 
answers with his brother. 
Parrino asked which was the 
correct report, The witness re- 
plied: 

“At the time of the inquest, 
last July, my memory would 
have been more fresh.

Parrino ripped into Dr. Ste- 
phen Sheppard’s testimony that 
he thought “Dr. Sam” had con- 
cussion of the brain, a possible 
spinal injury, and was “in 
shock.” 

Asked About Medication.

Dr. Stephen Sheppard’s own 
words, he asked if it was not 
dangerous to move a man who 
was in that condition and get 
him out, half-walking, to an 
automobile. 

Dr. Stephen Sheppard testified 
that, with help, he “dragged” 
his brother to the car and rushed 
him to the hospital. Parrino 
asked why the accused man had 
not been put on a stretcher if 
his’ injuries were considered so 
serious.

Beside Consultations. 


Five medical experts held con- 
sultations at the Pope’s bedside 
early this morning. They said 
the “perceptible improvement” 
permits good hope that he will 
recover. 

The doctors began a three-day 
series of intravenous injections 
of plasma, liver extracts and 
vitamins. With the Pope taking 
no food through the mouth, his 
physicians hope his ailment will 
ease during that time. 

After three days, the doctors 
hope to resume feeding him nor- 
mally but on a special diet. The 
quantities of food gradually will 
be increased and the injections 
reduced. 

Two of the specialists who 
participated in the consultations 
said the Pope’s strong heart 
likely will carry him through the 
present crisis. Both emphasized, 
however, that he remained in 
critical condition. 


“TI believe that he is no longer 
in imminent danger of death,” 
said Dr. Luigi Vittorio de Ste- 
fano. “If his heart had been 
weaker, there would have been 
a chance that Thursday’s col- 
lapse would have been fatal.” 

Past Illnesses. 

The Pontiff‘s heart already has 
pulled him .through dangerous 
illnesses in the past two win- 
ters. 

Dr. De Stefano, a leading sur- 
geon in Rome’s Savior of the 
World Hospital, said the con- 
sultation at the Pope’s bedside 
lasted two hours. 

“We found him in the best of 
spiritual condition,” he added. 
“I cannot say the same for his 
physical condition, at least for 
now. However, I am glad to an- 
nounce that the Pope is recov- 
ering very rapidly.” 

The Pope talked yesterday 
with Msgr. Domenico Tardini, a 
close associate in the Vatican 
secretariate of state, and Msgr. 
Giovanni Battista Montini, re- 
cently appointed archbishop of 
Milan, who has been mentioned 
as a possible successor to the 
papal throne.

T wnien you never seem to 
touch,” Miss G. writes.

But what about 
those of us who have dependent 
parents? It costs a lot to sup- 
port an extra person these days, 
and it’s impossible td let them 
starve. 
‘My father is no picnic to live 
with, being a problem person- 


ality from way back. He is old, . 


ill, and with absolutely no fi- 
nancial resources, and is not 
eligible for. social security or 
other help because he was in 
an employment (farming) not 
covered by it. He was never 
kind to his children, even when 
we were small. I am resentful 
about supparting and providing 
expensive’ medical care for a 
selfish, crotchety, mean old per- 
son; about being a drudge for 
him with no thanks from any- 
one. Yet, in my part of the 
country a person in professional 
life can’t put a parent in the 
poorhouse or on public charity 
without facing social pressure 
and scorn. that can't be toler- 
ated. 

“That’s my situation—not a 
pretty one—and that of plenty 
of other persons, no doubt. We 
are cut off from marriage, we 
are slaves in an unworthy cause, 
we are paying for the public 
Support of, ather people's par- 
ents but can get none. for our 
own; and sometimes we despise 
ourselves. Should we?”

THAT’S A FAIR QUESTION, 
Miss G., and I'd like to hear 
from some of my readers who 
have answered it satisfactorily 
in their own lives.

Rice With Stew

FLUFFY WHITE RICE SERVES AS A COLOR, FLAVOR AND TEX- 


TURE CONTRAST WITH BEEF STEW. 


HERE are a few epicures, 

perhaps of Southern extrac- 

tion, who choose their rice 
as carefully as they do their 
fresh fruits and vegetables. To 
the rest of us, generally speak- 
ing, rice is rice—whether long 
grain or short grain, “regular” 
or “pre-cooked.” ‘ 

It is the cooking, that is im- 
portant. There*‘are’a number 
of methods, and these ,oan be 
judged by results. The grains 
must be dry and separate or 
“fluffy.” Whether the rice is 
to be served as an accompani- 
ment with meats, which will add 
their own seasoning in addition 
to the salt added during cook- 
ing, or whether it is a special 
recipe such as the Saffron Rice. 


While there are those who like 


. rice rings, which can be filled 


with a savory combination of 
meat with other ingredients and 
perhaps a sauce, there is a gen- 
eral preference for piling the 
rice around the edge of the plat- 
ter in order that each grain will 
keep its own distinctive shape. 
Because rice is to bland in fla- 
vor, it is natural to serve it with 
more flavorful foods. 


The Saffron Rice is particu- 
larly good with a delicately fla- 
vored fricassee of chicken. And, 
if you do not happen to have 
any saffron among your spices, 
the recipe will still be good 
without this special seasoning. 


Saffron Rice. 

Three tablespoons chicken fat 
or sweet butter. Three small 
white onions, chopped fine. One 
cup rice. Saffron, enough for tip 
of knife. Three-fourths cup 
white dry wine. One quart 
chicken stock. Salt. Pepper. 

Melt chicken fat or sweet but- 
ter in heavy skillet. Add onions

Ingredients: One-fourth cup 
flour, one pound round steak, 
two slices bacon cut in 44-inch 
pieces, one-fourth cup chopped 
onion, one tablespoon fat, three- 
fourths cup catsup, three-fourths 
cup water, one teaspoon salt, 
one-eighth teaspoon pepper, one 
and one-third cups (five-ounce 
package) packaged pre-cooked 
rice, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
and one-half cups boiling water. 


Pound flour into meat. Cut 
meat into 144-inch cubes. Saute 
bacon until crisp. Remove ba- 
con and set aside.

HE precision of the point- 
count, particularly in respect 
to one no-trump openings, 


can sometimes be turned against 
the bidder—as, for instance, in

It was not easy for North- 
South to reach the good game 
contract against the road-block, 
technical and psychological, set- 
up by West’s no-trump opening. 
North, however, showed the 
proper enterprise by raising his 
partner’s spades, and South took 
a logical calculated risk in going 
on to game. 

West collected three diamond 
tricks at the go, then switched 
to the 10 of hearts. 

Declarer took his time about 
playing to Trick 4. Should he 
risk the heart finesse, for a club 
discard, or should he put up the 
heart ace and play West for the 
queen of clubs and (of course) 
the king of trumps? 

After proper deliberation 
South ducked the heart lead in 
dummy, and from that point on 
he obviously had clear sailing. 

What impelled South to take 
the heart finesse, in the face of 
East’s two-heart bid, rather than 
the club finesse? Very simple: 
South counted West’s hand, 

The A-K-Q of diamonds gave 
West nine high-card points, and 
the spade king (which West had 
to have for declarer’s success) 
raised his total to 12 points. If 
he had the club queen without 
the heart king, he would have 
only 14 points—and South knew 
that West never shaded a no- 
trump that much below the 
standard 16-point minimum. 
One-point shading, yes; two 
points, no.

Buying. Toys

Where toys are concerned, fun. 
for the children is the primary 


consideration, but~ safety and 

suitability for the child who is to 

receive them are also important 

factors. The wise selection of 

gifts will help to make this holi- 

rnd season a happy memorable 
me. 


* * * 

TOYS should do more than 
merely amuse a child. They are 
the tools of play, and play is 
necessary for normal personality 
growth and physical develop- 
ment. They should stimulate 
their owners to some activity— 


* either physical or mental. 


Gifts should also be chosen 
with an eye to the age and 
living conditions of the boy or 
girl who will receive them. For 
example, a sled or skates for a 
child with no safe place to use 
them; or elaborate equipment 
that requires room to set up and 
will have to be stored away 
after the holiday season because 
of the lack of space, will give a 
child a sense of frustration and 
only make him unhappy because 
he can not use his new toy. 

For the “tiny tots” toys should 
be too large to put into the 
mouth and should have no re- 
movable parts. Buy playthings 
that are durable, soft and easily 
kept clean. Toys that can be 
pushed or pulled, dolls, blocks 
and balls are universal favor- 
ites. 

Be sure scissors for cutouts 
have blunt ends. Don't get toys 
that splinter and break easily, 
or have sharp points. 

Young children are easily con- 


fused with too many toys at one 


time. It is the wise parent who 
puts a toy or two aside for a 
rainy day. .
